Behind the discontent 
in the United States looms this question of the steady de- 
cliie in real wages because of the need to spend anu! ever 
increasing proportion for daily bread. Mr, Wilson may be 
elected President because be promises to reduce the cost of 
living by removing the high tariff duties behind which the 
food—and all other trusts—shelter themselves, 

Here in Canada the food taxers won w# notable 
victory a year ugo when they secured the rejection of tariff 
changes that would have wiped out the duties upon most 
of the foodstuffs on both sides of the international boundry. 
But, although defeated, the opponents of food taxes in 
Canada will be abolished far more speedily than aost ,peo- 
ple imagine. The super-loyal Tory will feel the pinch of 
the cost of living just as keenly as the Liberal, when be 
understands the situation he will shout fur relief just as 
loudly.

Surface farining—keeping the 
creps alive with the help of intense

harvested with hulf the surface till- 
ing required by a shallow plowed 
seed bed.

Not only this, but in most com- 
munities have been strongly criti- 
cising the farmer who sends his cas: 
to the mail order house and ‘‘stands 


off’ the local dealer; and on the} consisting of two carloads of pure- 
other hand by way of retaliation | bred stock, 


the farmer has declared that the 
local merchant is a highway robber 
and that he (the farmer) cannot 
afford to pay local prices. In this 
Way a continuous warfare bas been 
waged for years, and inasinuch as 
most western towns depend entirely 
on the rural trade, this friction be- 
tween farmer and merchant has had 


‘la depressing effect on the towns geu- 


erally. 

We have our own idea as to the 
side of the story which is correct, 
but apart from that phase of the 
question entirely, the local mer 
chants, if they only realized it, have 
the key to the whole situation right 
in their own hands. 

Now for the proof of that state- 


} ment. 


It is proved by statistics, 
merchant can them, that 
about eighty-five per cent of all 
the merchandise consumed in Can- 

ada is sold by retailers, while the 

remaining fifteen per cent is sold by 
the mail order people, and yet the 
latter are always able to get better 
prices from the manufacturer and 
wholesaler than the retail merchant 
can, And the reason is quite plain 
—the departmental store buys a car 
load of goods where the retailer buys 
only a basket full. But suppose the 
retailers should organise in a man- 
ner similar to what the farmers, are 
doing. Suppose every local merchant 
in Alberta—there are nearly three 
thousand of them—should unite in 
this way and order their goods by 
this central office of their organizu- 
tion! How quickly the tables would 
be turned! ‘The retailers would then 
be spending $85 with the manufac- 
turer where the mai! order man is 
spending $15. And that’s the sol-

UTHE SCIENCE OF AVIATION WILL 


REVOLUTIONIZE WARFARE 


It Is Announced That the Britiet |

Cambridge, England.—The science 

of aviation apparently is to revolution- 

ize warfare, An official announce 
ment Waa issued that the army manoe- 

uvres had been abandoned, and the!

Value of Panama Canal Exaggerated 

Paris.—The passing of the Panama 
Canal Bill into law has given rise to 
the discussion of the exaggeration of 
the importance of the canal itself to 
the world’s shipping. 

One of the leading maritime auth- 
orities in France, M. Jone Moselli, 
says in this connection that the enor- 
mous advantages of the new canal are 
on consideration greatly diminished. 
They are, he says, not sufficient to 
bring to Panama the trade enjoyed 
ty Suez, for, while the voyage from 
Europe to the east via Panama would 
be some fifteen days shorter, this ad- 
vantage would be more than counter- 
balanced by the difficulty of obtaining} 
freight. 

By the Suez route vessels tap Egypt 
and India and China, where freights 
are profitable and abundant, while 
there would not seem to be much to 
be picked up by the Panama route.

A hundred years ago the Bank ef} 


Wngland kept its cash and securities | 


great oak box elamped with 
iron. From this ihe strong room of 
to-day, constructed armor plate, 
uns boon gradually evolved. 

{f a mob overcame the patards and 
wateh clerks” at the Bank of Eng: 
and, they could not possibly pene- 
trate into the vaults, for their passage 
would be blocked by large reservoire 
of water. The strong room here is one 
of the largest in the world. The 
foundation, sixty-six feet below street 
tevel, is a bed of concrete twenty 
feet thick. 

Above this conerete is a lake seven 
‘eat deop, and above that thick plates 
f iron spec y manufactured to re- 
sist both force and skill. Any one 
ittempting an entrar from above 
would find a similar bed of concrete, 
a similar lake and similar plates of 
iron. The walls are impenetrable. 
while the doors are one foot thick. 
veigh four tons each and are made 
ibsolutely undrillable. 

Many years ago, when the strong 
room was less rigorously protected, 
the directors were startled one morn- 
ing by o letter from a man who said 
he had been in the vault. 

Some days later a heavy chest, 
which had been abstracted from the 
‘treasury,’ was returned to the bank 
by the iter of the letter, who had 
gained entrance from the sewers, He 
was rewarded and given a pension 
for life. 

In the safe deposit, which has be 
come a necessary adjunct of modern 
life, are to be found the most modern 
developments in strong room con 
struction. One of the largest in Lon 
don, which cost $1,000,000, consists 
of thirty-two great vaults, whose doors 
have no locks and are worked by 
hydraulie power.
